The Premier's utterances 
on the subject of internation- 
al federation leads to the con- 
clusion that the government is 
wearying of Great Britain's splendid 
isolation," and the imperialistic plans of 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, have not yet 
progressed enough to permit Great Brit- 
ain to maintain her policy of separation 
from the rest of the world. The momen- 
tary check caused by tlie Martjuis of 
Salisbury's speech has been followed by 
a reaction of jingoism in France, whicti 
has been intensified by the arrival in 
Paris yesterday of the band of the Czar's 
Preobrajeneky Regiment, which has been 
sent to the Frencli capital aa an earnest 
of Russian friendship. 

Another thing is found in the an- 
nouncement that a strong detachment of 
Russian cavalry and artillery will soon 
sail from Odessa and Djibutil and thence 
will go to King Menelek's capital with 
the object of aasieting the French to 
thwart tlie British in grabbing Central 
.\frica. On the other hand Great Britain 
is not idle. Thirty army oflicera left 
Liverpool to-daj' for Lagos, on the west 
coast of Africa, and it is assertea that 
Captain Frederick L. Ugard, of the Royal 
Niger Company, with thirty more lirit- 
ish ollicere, will start for Africa next 
week with instructions to lead the land 
expedition on Roussa in conjiinciion 
with the Niger gunboat flotilla. Great

dent Krugor has been eeriouely, if 
silently, condemned by Austria's Btatea- 
men. The eaine is true of Italy. Both 
Italy and Austria's Mediterranean in- 
terests are of vast and far-reaching im- 
portance, and they cannot be subserved 
for loni?, as liiere is a h\tent antaKoniem 
against Italy aa a feature 
of the Dreibund policy. An 
entente closer than haa ever 
existed, has been established between 
Italy and Austria, so far as their Oriental 
and Mediterranean interests are con- 
cerned, and this means a consonance of 
their interests with JCn^'land iti that re- 
spect. To that extont, tlien, the drei- 
bund has been weiikeiied and Gcrniauy 
has been left to follow her own Oriental 
and colonial policy at the side of Russia 
and France. It does not mean the 
breaking up of the dreibund, but the re- 
shaping of interests to some extent out- 
side of it." The ollicial newspapers are 
silent on the subject. But tlie editor of 
one of the leading government papers 
said : " We are still waiting for our cue 
from above." 



THE ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVE. 

Trial Upon a French Railroad Likely to 
Lead to Its Adoption: 

Paris, Nov. 13. — There was a great 
gathering of European railway men to- 
day for the first trip of Heilmann's elec- 
tric locomotive from I'aris to Nantes 
over the Western llaihvay. 

The train hauled by the locomotive 
weighed about 200 tons. Tbe trial was 
intended chiefly to illastrate the reduc- 
tion of vibration and the regularity of 
movement of the new machine. This 
was demonstrated, but tiie speed did not 
exceed sixteen miles an hour. The 
principle of tlie locomotive ic simple, an 
ordinary steam engine working a dyna- 
mo, the electricity being conducted to 
motors upon the axles of eight pairs of 
wheels. 

The locomotive resembles the hull of a 
torpedo boat. The wlieels are scarcely 
visible. It is IS metres long and weiglis 
125 tons. It is regarded as a great im- 
provement on Ileilmaun's first engine. 
The directors of the railway were 
pleased with the success of the locomo- 
tive, and it is stated that they have de- 
cided to adopt it. 

MONEY FOE SPAIN. 

An English Financier Essays to Raise 
Many Millions. 

London', Nov. 13. — It is announced 
that E. T. Hooley, the English financier, 
has abandoned the proposed Chiucse 
loan and is now giving bis attention to 
Spain. He is reported to have oiiered 
to raise a loan of $17,000,000, at t per 
cent., secured on the lines of tho old 
quicksilver loans which are now injarly 
wiped out. The Spanish cabinet, it is 
further stated, will consider the nuUter 
next Thursday. The prospect is not re- 
garded as favorable in this city, and 
doubts are expressed of Hooley 's abili- 
ties to float it, even if Spain accepts, 
which is doubtful, as the Spanish minis- 
ter of finance has declared he does not 
intend to issue another loan with the 
quicksilver mines as security. 

McLEOD STEWART'S SCHEME. 

A Visit to London Advances the Ottawa 
River Navigation Project. 

LoNDOfi, Nov. 13.— Ex-Mayor McLeod 
Stewart, of Ottawa, who is on board the

Robbers Speed Away With an Express Car

— The 
Missouri Pacitic passenger train, known 
as the St. Louis fast mail, which leavea 
Kansas City at p. m., was held up by 
five masked robbers at 0:30 o'clock 
last night less than half a mile from 
tqe famous l'>lue Cut in which sev- 
eral train robberiKS have occurred.

Louis limited express, which leavee 
Kansas City at a later hour, and were 
greatly surprised on discovering that the 
cars contained nothing of value. They 
quickly left tho train and disappeared in 
ihe darkness.

DDRRANT'S RESPITE. 

It win Probably ^e, i(tr Three' Monthrf at 
Least. 

San Fua.ncisco, Nov. 13. — In view of 
the fact that the supreme court, now in 
Reasion at SaoramentOf will adjourn on 
Tuesday next until the second Monday 
in January, it is not considered probable 
that Durrant, the condemned murderer 
of Blanche Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
liams, will expiate the crime for which 
he was to be hanged in December, 1895, 
until the latter part of February or tlw 
beginning of March next. 

Durrant having expressed a desire to 
make a statement lo tho Associated 
Tress, said in tho course of an interview: 

" Naturally I was greatly elated at tho 
news of the reprieve, although my first 
intimation, based on a telephone niea- 
sage, was not positive. Soon afterward 
the news was confirmed. All I could ilo 
was to thank God." 

" Was the roprievti a surprise?" 

" Not exactly. All along I have had 
jierfect faith in my God. This afternoon 
I was visited by two Sisters of Charity, 
and I believe that their prayers and the 
prayers of all those who have interceded 
for me have been instrumental in bring- 
ing about this result." 

'Phen Durrant remarked that he could 
not understand why Christian people 
ahoulil beg him in letters to confess. 

" t am innocent," ho said, "and would 
never confess to such vile crimes. 
Sooner or later the truth will bo known. 
I hiivo faith that the real per- 
petrator will yet bo discovered 
and punished. All these little stays 
bring us nearer to it. I know that 
the Lord will sooner or later eet all 
thuiL'S right. I shall lU'ver give up the 
light, because ttio Lord is with me," he 
added, embracing and kissiog his 
mother. 

On Mrs. Durrant's face was a smile, 
but the son looked sad and his eyes were 
dull. He earnestly repeated many times 
that faith in God would save him in tho 
future as in the past, 

"You may say I am innocent," said 
Durrant, in conclusion. "I will never 
yield, and God is with me."

THE ARMENIAN OUTBREAKS. 

An Authorized Statement from the Turkish 
Legation. 

Wasiii.n'gton, Nov. 13. — The Turkish 
legation to-day authorized the following 
statement concerning the recent Ar- 
menian outbreakt : 

The Armenian agitators, conform ing to 
their subversive programme, formed 
bands of brigands in order to subvert 
pul)lic order and security in tho empire, 
and not only the Armenian brigands but 
also their wives, used Martini rifles and 
dynamite shells. Only recently the gov- 
ernor-general of the villayet of Sivas 
and the governor of Janik have re- 
ported that Armenian bands of 
brigands, members of the revolutionarv 
committee in these regions, were pur- 
sued and arrested, exceptinj; their chiefs 
and two members of the band who were 
able to escape. The wife of a chief 
named Houssep, wlio like her husband 
was armed with a Martini rifle, havinc: 
also devoted herself to brigandaiie, ad- 
dressed nerself to the authorities at 
Janik and surrendered, declaring that 
she renounced entirely her illegal ac- 
tions. Measures were adopted to occupy 
the place which Houssep had selected 
for his abode when the latter with 
two oompanionB surrendered themselves 
to the local authorities. Tliereupon 
these individuals like many Others under 
the same conditions were conducted to 
their churches to swear an oath which 
they did that they would live honestly 
ancl submit strictly to the law8 of keep- 
ing the peace. Afterwards tlio authori- 
ties occupied themselves with the task 
of securing for tbein a place of refuge 
and provided them with all the neces- 
saries of life to enable them to live hon- 
estly and peacefully.

ROSSLAND GAMBLERS. 

Their Substantial Contribution to the Civic 
Revenue. 

Rossi, .\N-D, Nov. 10. — The gamblers 
have capitulated to tlio city by with- 
drawing their pleas of not guilty and 
substituting ploiis of cuily, which result- 
ed in four being fined $20 each. The on- 
lookers' cases were dismissed. The com- 
plaint against Seigle Boyd, the keeper, 
was changed from an indictable com- 
plaint to one almply charging him with 
playing, for which he waa fined $40 and 
iiis bank roll confiscated. By order of 
the court the crap table and other gani- 
bling apparatus is to be destroyed. The 
city derives quite a neat sum from the 
raid, as will be seen by the following 
statement of those 'vho were fined and 
the amounts: Seiele Boyd, ^-10; cash 
roll, ^;200; James Riley, .*20 ; Peter Ken- 
nedy, if'-JO; Harry Baird, 20; James l-'ar- 
rell, $20; total, $389. 

When it came to the turn of Boyd, the 
keeper, Attorney MacNeill, for the pros- 
ecution, announced that he desired to 
withdraw the information charging the 
accused with keeping a gambling bouse, 
which was an indictable ofTenee, and lay 
new information charging him with 
simply playing. Thia was done so that 
Boyd could be fined instead of being sen t 
to prison. Chief Ingram waa put upon 
the stand to prove to whom the cash roll 
belonged. He said he found $1()0 on the 
crap table and $9.50 in a poker table 
drawer. 

Attorney Whiteside admitted that the 
money belonged to hia client, Dr. Boyd, 
and thouglit tbut the amount confiscated 
was eiiough wiltiout iinpnsine an extra 
fine upon the accused. MaKistrate Jor- 
dan, however, fined the f^octor .flO, re- 
marking : " 1 am here only to enforce 
the lav.'s ; I do not wish to be hard upon 
anyone or interfere with legitimate 
amusements. The police have always 
acted fair. I hear that your place was 
no worse than other places in the city, 
which I will deal with, should they 
come under my jurisdiction. I will fine 
you $40 and confiscate the cash roll and 
gambling outfit."

Since tho episode of the tlirea tailors 
of Tooley street, tliere litis bteri nothiiii; 
quite as ftbsiirJ aa tho giuiLTivcka of the 
Po8t-Intelllgencer anent the outtitlin^' 
trade. Sereml enterpriaiuK buaineas 
firms in Seattle, who £orm nutnerically 
about one-8even-bandred-tboa8andtb of 
the population of the United States, or 
abjiit tlie B.ttne proportion as the Tooley 
street tiiilora tlid of the people of Eng- 
land, in whose behalf they spoke, htive 
made strenuous ellorts to secure more 
than their share of the trade of the 
miners who are bound for the Canadian 
Yulcon. This is highly commendable, 
and reflects great credit upon their busi- 
ness astateness. There is uotliing very 
niuoh sharper than Seattle merchants. 
They have an eye to all the good things 
going, and get their share of them. They 
have, &a they deserve, our unbounded 
atlmiration. But they are not the whole 
United States, and we do not believe 
that they can persuade the government 
at Washington to act as their adver- 
tb^ing agent, especially as, to do so, 
it would be necessary for that govern- 
luent to fly in the face of solemn treaties, 
the rules of international coarteay, and 
generally to make a fool of itself. Even 
the powerful influence of the Post-Intel- 
liiiencer will be exercised in vain in this 
behalf. 

Before ^'oint; into the details of our 
contem porar\ '= hysterics, we would like 
to mention a fsiw little matters of a 
purely journalio'.ic interest. There is 
nothing which the Post- Intelligencer 
claims to be if not a newspaper. It is a 
pretty good newspaper; but it is so 
afraiti to mention the name of Victoria 
tliat it prints its news nearly two weeks 
old rather than take it from a Victoria 
paper with the proper credit. Hon. Mr. 
Siftoii was in Victoria on November Itli, 
and made a speech, which was reported 
in the CoLo.smT at full length. The 
PoHt-Intelligencer received the Colonist 
ciiraining this important speech, but 
overlooked it until iu recoijjt of the Tor- 
onto Globi!, whore a synopbia was piib- 
liflhed. Hut what it did read in the 
Ulobe is enough to set the I'ost-Iutelli- 
gencer nearly wild. Our first point is] 
that so good a newspaper as tho Post- 
Intelligencer ought not to be ho slow 
about getting iinjiortant news. 'J'hi; 
second point is that while it saitl a few 
(lays ago editorially tliat the average 
duty ))uid by miners ou outfits purchas- 
ed in the United States was only ^10, 
it yesterday printed in a local article the 
statement that duties were collected 
400 outfits during the season, and that 
tho average paid was ^60. We have 
looked in vain through the editorial col- 
utnns of our contemporary for any cor- 
r..>ction there ot its i)revious gross mis- 
statement. An average duty of fOO an 
outfit is prohibitory, especially when we 
remember that many of the outfits were 
greatly reduced during the time occupied 
in getting over tho passes. Decency 
ought to have induced our contemporary 
to correct its editorial misstatement on 
this point. Possibly the editorial eye 
did not observe this damning stultili';a- 
tion of our contemporary'ri position. 
This may be likely, because there is a 
tradition in newspaper clrcleB that if 
the facts do not suit the editorial mind 
of tho Post-Intelligencer, so much the 
worse lor the facts, for they are wrenched 
into shape somehow. 

With this introduction let us consider 
what our belligerent contemporary 
wants. The collection of duties on the 
fi;ont.i9r is one ot the prerogatives of all 
gbVi^niiients. The Poat-Intelligencer 
wuniu tlib congress of tho United States 
to compel OanaJa by duress of soino 
Buri to forego the exercise of this pre- 



rogative on that portion of her frontier 
which lies at the head of the Yukon, in 

order that a half dozen Seattle grocers 
and a half dozen other merchants may 
sell goods to minors. 

Tho regulation of internal taxation is 
tho prerogative of all governments. Tlie 
Post-Intelligencer wisbos the United 
States government, in the interest of tho 
grocers and other merchants aforesaid, 
to interfere by duress' to prevent Can- 
ada from exacting a miners' license from 
intending prospectors. Such persons 
have to take out a similar linceuse in 
British Columbia, and no one ever 
tiiought it worth while complaining. 
T.housandaof United States citizens have 
come over into this country, taken out 
a license and prospected to their groat 
advantage under it. It is proposed to 
extend this rule to miners on tho 
Yukon. Thereat tho Santtlo paper 
shrieks out a lot of rubbishy threats and 
wants the congress of the United States 
to act. 

Our contemporary seeks to arouse the 
wliole country on the subject by saying 
that Boston, New York, riiiladolphia 
and Chicago aro interested in seeing that 
all customs barriers, and every other 
barrier that will tend to keep Klondyke 
trade for Canada, shall go down. Per- 
haps they are. Probably Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago would 
lie very glail to see every t)arrior thrown 
ilown which pr(!vents their mereliants 
from sending goods into Ontario with- 
out p;iying duties, but not ono of tho 
newspapers of those cities has shown it- 
self such an arrant ass aa to make t de- 
mand on congress for the coercion of 
Canada on that score. Tho newspapers 
of those cities know perfectly well that 
congress is not in tlio habit of i.jterfer- 
iug m the internal aKairs of Canada or 
any other country. 

The sort of action which the Post-In- 
telligencer wants congress to tr-ka seems 
like the dream of a lanatic. Ws do not 
like to use such language in T>*^ard to a 
contemporary, but it is wan anted in 
this case. It wants congreas to declare 
that uo British subject shall enter tlu. 
Canadian Yukon without taking out a 
mining license in one of the cities ou 
Puget Sound. This is the suggestion of 
a newspaper driven to desperation, and 
makes us incline to the belief that, after 
all, the editorial eye did see tho locu 
story about the average duty of ^GO ])er 
outii':. 

Here wo think is the explanation of 
the whole matter. For weeks and 
months the Post-Intelligencer has been 
persistently publishing the falsehood 
that duties were not collected, that the 
exemption was so liberally construed 
that it covered almost everything, that 
the amount of tho exemption was tloO 
worth, that the average duty was onlv 
$10. It was charged with the falsehoods 
time and again, but persisted in them. 
At last the truth must come out, 
and tho Post-Intelligencer is forced to 
admit to its readers that it has been de- 
ceiving them all along. It stands in the 
moat humiliating position conceivable. 
It is proved out of its own columns to 
have been lying, and deliberately lying. 
It stands convicted before the world of 
being the most monumental falsifier of 
the day. It has persistently, day after 
day, represented that miners would be 
under no disadvantage in buying goods 
in Seattle. It has deceived the mer- 
chants uj)on whose advertieing it de- 
pends; for it has convinced them that 
no duties would be charged on United 
States goods going into the Yukon, and 
they have acted upon the faith of its 
statements and got ready for an immense 
trade. Now it is obliged to confess to 
tlieiu that it has been in tlie wron^j; all 
along, and that upon tho few depleted 
oiillils that criiriseil the Passes this year 
the average duty was ^00. It is easy 
to see that the average duty on 
full outfits taken in next spring 
will be far greater than this. And mark 
that this is the average. Some of the 
outfits must have bcon very small. Next 
year they will all bo full. This blow to 
the hopes of tho Seattle merchants is a 
severe one, and there id no help for them. 
Even if congress should be guilty of the 
gross international discourtesy of order- 
ing the President to close the Passes at 
tills end, an all-Canadian route would 
remain open, and tho Yukon is by treaty 
an alternativo Canadian route upon 
which the United States is solemnly 
buuiiil to ()lace no obstructions to Brit- 
ish subjects. 

So, though our contemporary sees 
blood on the muun, we think the reason 
is that its own eye has been badly black- 
ed, and the discoloration is reflected 
from within. 



BRAHMANISM. 



The last of the great roliaions to bo 
considoreil in this eerieais Brahnianisni. 
Thit3 is tiie prevailing religion of India. 
It is ono of tho most ancient of all re- 
ligions. Indeed it is profitless to at- 
tempt to fix the date of its origin, for it 
seems to be an evolution from the prime- 
val form of worship of the earliest inhab- 
itants of the peninsula. There is a school 
of Brahman jihilosophers who go oven 
further tlian this and claim that tho lul- 
vancod doctrines of coniiiarativoly later 
times aro only a restoralioa of ideas hold 
unnumbered centuries ago. In his very 
interesting book, Paradise Found, Dr. 
Warren attempts to show that Brah- 
manism contains intrinsic jiroof that it 
originated at a time when tho wholo 
population of tho globe lived in tho Arc- 
tic zone; then, tliat is in the Tertiary 
period, a region of delightful climate and 



abounding in perfect forms of animel 
and vegetable life. We mention this, 

not to enter into a discussion of the prob- 
ability ot this suggestion, but solely for 
the purpose of illustrating tho extreme 
ant,i(j uity of tlie tenets of Brahmanism. 

It is necessary to say that by Brah- 
manism wo 'lo not mean tho worship of 
myriads of gods, which is the ordinary 
Hindu religio'n, but the great philoso- 
phical syotem which has been corrupted 
into a gross idolatry. That is no more 
Brahmanism than a savage's crutlo con- 
ception of ap])lied electricity would bo a 
correct presentation of that science. 

As no date can be fixed for the origin 
of Brahmanism, so no person can be 
claimed as its founder. It is an evolved 
religion. The earliest written accounts 
of it, as contained in tho Vedio hymns, 
show tliat, whatever iiiay ha''?> lieon its 
origin, it had becotiiu a mure woruhip of 
natural phenomena. This <!ontinued 
for centuries, but gradually there ap- 
pears in tho Vedic hymns the concep- 
tion of a deity, of sonietliin}; lying bo- 
hind nature. This thought is evolved 
by a long process until the following 
conception reached : That all things 
originated in a first cause, which is 
spiritual, that their existence is duo to 
the exercise of the will ol this first causa, 
that in the end all things will return to 
tho source of their origin, and that the 
oliject of human life is to hasten the ab- 
sorption of tho souls of men into the 
soul of tho iiuivorse. If this thought is 
fully digCBted ;t will be seen to be hill of 
meaning, and the remarkable resem- 
blance of it to the fundamental principle 
of Christianity will be apparent. Tho 
Vedic hymns say that in tho begin- 
ning Ootl oreateil the heavens and the 
earth- -not in those worda, it is true, but 
when we are told that Brahm formed all 
things from nothing by tho exercise of 
his will, we have the same thina. 

Just hero a word on a point which is 
the cause of much misapproheneion. 
If we find in n system of religion an in- 
telligent first cau--o, to whom the Uni- 
vor.s'j is subj" r, and to whom man is re- 
sponsible, it makes no dilI'L'roncB by 
wha*. uatiio I Id iri callL-d, the uauio thing 
it, meant. It is intelligible how half- 
edauAted people might dispute as to 
whether Johovah or Brahm was the cor- 
rect narno of this I'^irst Cause, but how 
it could bo sugijosteil l.'jat they aro in 
any sense rival ileities, aa we have seen 
it so often claimed, it i.s not very easily 
understood. It is probable, indeed, thai 
ono ot tho great stumbling blocks in tho 
wayof securing the assent of an intelligent 
heathen — using the word as opposed to 
Christian — to the doctrines of Christian- 
ity ia this refusal to recognize that whore 
two [iorsons agree that there id ;i supremo 
ruler of the universe to whom mon are 
rosponfiblo, they an; necessarily in ac- 
cord, no matter by what name they call 
Him. 

Brahmanism probably reached its 

highest stage of evolution about tho sec- 
ond century B.C. It has been claimed 
that it borrowed its conception of tho 
Deity from .Judaism, but wo think tho 
weight of evideiico is that the conception 
of the Deity as given in the first chapter 
of Genesis and that of the later Vedic 
hymns were probably from the same 
origin. We have seen that Zoroaster, in 
Persia, was a teacher of inonotheisin 
centuries before Ciirist, ami was com- 
batting Baalism at about tlio R,une date 
as Elijah was engaged in that struggle in 
Judea. At the same time, or perhaps 
later, we find the teachers of Brahman- 
ism rising above the materialism of the 
earlier Hindus. That is to say, a wave 
of monotheism swept over Southwestern 
an 1 Southern Asia several centuries be- 
fore fjie ChriHtiaii era, from which iiiove- 
meiit wo have surviving to-day .Judaism, 
Christianity, Mohammedanism, Parsee- 
iam and Brahmanism, the essential 
thought of all these religions being that 
there is above and outaido of nature a 
Supremo God. It would ho prolitablo to 
pursue this lino of thought further, but 
that must bo left until the whole subject 
is reviewed. 

The ethical side of Brahmanism is 
that man by contemplation, not by 
works or sacriflces, can fit himself to be 
r-jabsnrb;'(I into Brahm. Heio again we 
have a pingiilar ren'mbUtiice to Chris- 
tianity, wliii;li teaches that mere deeds 
alone ami mere ai;ta ot worship avail 
nothing, but that the soul itself must he 
got into harmony with God. The idea 
is tliat the soul can be perfectly purified 
by contomplalion. An oft-(iuoted saying 
is that " prayer moves the arm that 
moves tho universe." So a Brahman 
might B ly that by contemplation a man 
may lit hiin.iolt to accomplish anything. 
It is the application of this iirinciplo 
which ia said to account for tho very re- 
markable things done by Hindu priests. 
We do not now refer to the tricks of the 
fakirs, but to sucii things as tho suspen- 
sion of animation and other acts appar- 
ently in total delianco of the recognized 
laws ot nature. To tho lieliovor in this 
there is nothing incredible iu tho claim 
that Moses developed into a worker of 
miracles, or that Elijah was able to 
kindle tho eacriflco on Carraol. lake 
Buddhism, Brahmanism takes account 
of transmigration, or, as it is called now- 
adays, roincarnation, and it teaches that 
the process can only bo stopped by 
(nullifying the niinil by contemplation 
for reabsorption into Brahm. The rules 
{or the conduct of life are of the highest 
possible typo. 

Such is Brahmanism thoorotically, 
and such is this religion as practiced by 
tho refinod and educated among tho 
Hindus. But let no ono suppose that 
tho millions of India have any auoh lofty 



Idea of the faith. It has been demon- 
strated that the masses never worship- 
ped Brahm. They are and have for 
centuries been entangled in an inextri- 
cable web of tradition, superstition, and 
idolatry. They have personified and do- 
iUed naturo in a thousand forma. Wo 
Iiavo said that Brahmanism is tho pre- 
vailing religion of India, but this must 
be understood only in a nominal senso, 
for what the mass of the Hindus regard 
aa Br.ihamism is something as remote 
from it as it is from Christianity. 

About sixty years ago a great religious 
revival began iii Hindustan. It ia known 
as tho Brahmo-Somaj, or "tho Society 
of the Believers in God." It has been a 
very powerful agent in promoting re- 
form in India. Its greatest leader was 
Chunder Sou, a man of tho mostonlight- 
ened and olovatod views. He died in 
18.'!5, and since hia death the movement 
has been checked somewhat. There ia, 
however, a general process of revival of 
pure Brahmanism. Some of its expon- 
ents were among the most conspicuous 
members of the Parliament of Religions 
at tho World's I'air. Brahainanlsiii 
lacks only ono thing to make it the peer 
of Uhristiauity. What that one thing is 
we shall endeavor to show in the general 
review to be printed next Suiulay. 

Some time ago tho Colonist printed a 
fair statement of tho position of tho 
Soiighees reserve matter. The Times 
objected that it was iuconiphile. 'i'he 
Coi.oNi.'-'i' promptly uU'eretl to ;-iipplyaiiy 
missing facts. Wo did not think that 
any had been omitted, but thought that 
perhaps there were some point.i that had 
not beeti made clear. Our ofT^r lias not 
been ai'ceiited. By-and-bye we will be 
cliarged with suppressing something 
about the reserve.

Are we Right or Wrong? asks the 
RoBsland Record. On general prin- 
ciples we should say wrong, although 
possibly in the particular case in ques- 
tion, about which we know nothing at 
ail, you may be right. 

" Wb have been there to Bpe and we 
know." So says the Times. "Our 
wife has gone to visit our mother-in- 
iaw," remarked the Podunkville 
Gazette.

FROM COOUiARUIlO MINES. 

The Advanced Party of Thousands WIio 
Will Leave Aublralia Next Year 
lor Klondyke. 

W. II. Nelson, A. Prichard, J. M. 
Walsh and J. Oates aro a party of Oool- 
gardie miners on their way to Klondyke, 
who arrived by the stoamahip Warri- 
moo yesterday morning and are now 
staying at the Dominion. In conversa- 
tion Mr. Walah stated that the new dig- 
gings in the far North were creating a 
very deal of excitement amongst the 
population of the Australian gokl fields. 

" Aa for myself," said that gentleman, 
" I am not a stranger to these parts hav- 
ing worked for the late Hon. R. Dnnamuir 
in the Wellington mines fifteen years 
ago and for a while I was also in those 
at C.irboiuulo, Waaliinglon. I have been 
in the Australian mines for about twelve 
year:^ .-.Tul our present experience of rainy 
weaLiier is quite a novelty. It was a 
year ago laat April aince I saw a real 
good shower of rain aa the part of the 
country in which the Coolgarciia mines 
are situated is exceedingly dry. Our 
party intends to go into the Klondyke 
mines first thing in the spring and have 
arrived thus early in the season in order 
to get accnatomed to the climate. There 
were quite a number of intending 
Yukonera aboard the Warrimoo 
and some of the younger members of the 
argonauts, who seemed to know all about 
it, expressed tlieir intention of [jroceed- 
ing North immediately and giving the 
passes a trial in spite of all warninga. Of 
course we have not yet made up our 
minds as to the route wo will take, and 
liavo come here to get posted, buy out- 
fits and get everything ready for a move 
as soon aa travelling in the North is at 
all possible." 

All four are liavdy minera wlio have 
had much experience in following that 
life and aro thoroughly prepared for the 
rough-and-tumble existence that awaits 
them in the new fle) 'f of operations. 
What information they have as to the 
Yukon they gleaned ffom the Australian 
papers, and as stated before there are 
large numbers of mibers in the land of 
the kangaroo who eagerly devour every 
scrap of news obtainable referring to the 
new K\ Dorado.

Caiuuliau-Aiistralian Liner " Warri- 
moo " Had an Uneventful Passage 
From the Antipodes. 



' Bai bara Boscow itz " Returns From 
Her Trip Morth— Salmon Ships 
Loaded for Sea. 



The Canadian-Australian liner Warri- 
moo, Charles W'm. Hay, commander, 
reached port yesterday morning just as 
the Colonist went to press, bo t£>at only 
a brief mention could be made of her 
arrival. Mr. F. E. Bellmaine, the pur- 
ser, who is one of the most courteous 
and obliging officers of any vessel touch- 
ing at Victoria, had kindly written out 
an account of the trip whicli, as it will 
bo seen, was an uneventful but a ijuick 
one, the Warrinioo having left .Sydney 
on October IS at A:iQ p.m.: "Westerly 
and northwesterly winds, with moderate 
sea, were exporienced.to Cape l''arewell, 
which was sighted at noon October 22, 
aud .Stephen Island passed at 5 p.m. tlie 
same day, the Warrimoo arriving at 
Wellington at 1 :30 p, m. Left Welling- 
ton at 1:00 p. m. the following day en- 
countering strong northwest and west- 
erly winds up the New Zealand coast, 
thence fine weather to Suva at 7 :30a. in. 
October 28. After mails, passengers and 
cargo were landed a start was again 
made at noon. Passed Alofa island at 
noon following day and arrived at Hon- 
olulu at (') a. m. November 5, having ex- 
perienced moderate to fresh trade winda 
witli fine weather. After a stay of twelve 
hours in port the vessel jiroceeded on 
her voyage at p. ni. Fresli trades with 
head sea were encountered to \V1 degrees 
north, thence moderate southerly and 
westerly winds with cloudy wcaifier to 
Cape I'^laticiy, which wr.a passed at 8 
p. in. November Vl, arriving at V'^ictoria 
at 1 :30 a. m. November 13. Spoke Bri- 
tish i!hlp Vincent, New South" Wales to 
San Francisco, in latitude 06 degrees 18 
minutes north, longitude 143 degrees 24 
west, all well. 

Among the passengers were some 00 
AtiHtralian miners, who having heard of 
the Yukon gold finds rolled their blan- 
kets up and started for Victoria on their 
way to the great North. Moat of them 
are fine, husky-looking follows, appar- 
ently experienced proapectora and likely 
to do us well aa any of those wlio are 
seeking fortune in the Yukon. Among 
the cabin pasaengera was Mr. K. Pelter, 
representing the big biscuit firm of 
Peak, Frean t"c Co. 

During the voyage across a concert 
was given in aid of the National Ship- 
wreck Relief Society, and judging by the 
dainty programme printed aboard the 
Bteamor", he evening must have passed 
very pleasantly.

When seen at the Dominion 
hotel yesterday, Mr. Farrell had quite 
an exciting story to relate of a " rich 
find "of gold quartz, and from speci- 
mens which were produced in evidence 
there can be no question as to richness 
in BO far as the samples go. A 
short time since, the discovery of 
a quartz lode was reported underly- 
ing the little Norwegian settlement 
at Bella Coola, and after two months' 
work Mr. Farrel states that the vein has 
been traced for upwards of thirty miles 
and that it runs (dear across the valley 
with a width on the average of forty feot. 
Although the litid ia something above 
the average the matter has been kept 
very quiet, but already the ground 
throughout the entire length of the lead 
as BO far located has been staked — mai'.y 
of the members of the colony having 
located interests for themselves. 

" There are a numijer of Victorians, 
wlio are now interested in the discovery," 
said Mr. Farrel yesterday, " and there 
is every indication of the valley proving 
a very rich mining ground. As can be 
seen from the specimens there is more 
than mere talk about it and although no- 
body is in a hurry to force the find on 
the attentioa of the public I may say 
that the lowest aesay that has been had 
from rock taken from the ledge is $60, 
and from that amount, up into the hun- 
dreds." 

This can he readily believed, aa one of 
the pieces of quartz which Mr. Farrel 
has in hia poaaeaaion ia certainly rich, 
for the free gold ia very much in evi- 
dence on all i)arts of the surface of the 
rock, which ia a white quartz, aud atone 
end appears to conti\in more gold than 
rock. The vein has an iron capping, and 
ia in ft locality which will enable it to be 
worked exceedingly economically. 

With respect to the colonists and their 
welfare, tlie genial railroad man judges 
from appearances of the people and the 
general air of thrift pervading the little 
settlement that all nands are perfectly 
satisfied with their new habitat, "In 
fact," said that gentleman, "a number 
of them stated that they would not ex- 
cliango their preaent lot for their old 
existence in the United States under any 
cunsidorntion. They have a fine road 
through the settlement, and for five or 
six miles so excellent ia the state of the 
highway, that it would make a firat-rate 
run for a bicyclist. Besides the farming 
interest, quite a little trade is being done 
with settlers and Indians from the Clul- 
cotin, who pay periodical visits to the 
colony for supplies which heretofore 
they have been in the habit of securing 
at Qaesnelle and other points on the 
I rasttr river. If the present trunk road 
of the settlement were continued inland 
through the pass for about forty 
miles it would ho the means of 
bringing a large amount of trade direct 
to the coast, and would assist in settling 
ui) the va?t tra(;ta of prairie land in the 
Uliilcotin district." 

llaviiiL' piloted the colony from their 
former homes in the I'last to their now 
location on Bella Coola inlet Mr. I'^irrol 
is ijnite familiar with the rank and tile 
of the coloniata, and keeps himself thor- 
oughly posted as to their needs and 
prospects, and he predicts for them a 
very great measure of prosperity in tlie 
immediate future, not only from their 
trade with outside settlements but more 
particularly through the opening up of 
the immensely rich deposit of free gold 
quartz which has been mentioned above.

1. Prominently there figures conspicu- 
ous, the courage evinced in those great 
conllicta with tlie Spanish Armada, and 
that with the French at Waterloo, and 
more especially in tiiat encounter with 
the Spanisli Armada, when the destin- 
ies of our country bung trembling in the 
balance, as to whether England should 
conquer, or by defeat come under the 
domination of .Spain. 

5. More troubles now await our coun- 
try, putting her adaptations to the 
severest tests, in having to deal with 
tho now state of things arising from the 
Protestant Reforniation, with the 
troubles resulting from tlio overthrow 
of the monarchy, and the civil wars en- 
suing, not foru'ettiiig the iianinv escape 
of the loss of the national faith in the 
reign of James II, but for the timely in- 
tervention of William III, of immortal 
msmory. 

(i. When there passes in review before 
US the perils and daneers that our coun- 
try has surmounted (luring her eventful 
ciiieer, and more especially when we 
think of the happy nosition she now 
occupies, how can wo do otherwise than 
come to the conclusion that it is a solomii 
fact that there is a Uod in history, and 
that our beloved country has been 
supremely favored?

Shrewd and Thrifty Indians Rea])- 
ing a Harvest From the Enter- 
prising White Miner. 

A Bit of History SUowiug; Why 
United States Prospectors Appre- 
ciate British Justice. 



Niii.so.v, Wash., Nov. 5. — There in a 
little Nelson in the State of Washington, 
BometitneB confounded with the enter- 

prieing city of tliat name in the Cana- 
dian Kootenny. This Wasliinglon Nel- 
son is loealeil at this junction of Fourth 
of July creek and Kettle river. Built on 
the Indian reservation a few hundred 
yards from the boundary line of Britieih 
Columbia, one sees here in miniature all 
tho evils of tho conditions now existing 
in tho Colville reservation. Nelson isan 
ideal townsite. It is on the banks of a 
lively river and at the confluence of 
three valleys, but every one of the six 
or seven hundred people who live at Nel- 
son ia violatinq; the law in endeavoring 
to build !i now city and mnke a home 
therein. In fact the townsite itself is 
obtained by fraud. Only on a mining 
claim is a white naan permitted to build 
a shack or cabin gr a home, and the 
whole of Kelson Is staked out in placer 
mining claims.- < I need not say that if 
the ground on whicli Nelson stands were 
to be mined a thouBaud years there would 
not be gold enough saved to pay for ton 
per cent, ot the produce that could be 
raised if tho self-same ground were a 
cultivated farm. 

Gold ia found everywhere in this coun- 
try. There is not a cubic foot of allu- 
vial deposit in the Kettle river valley in 
which gold dust cannot be found. But 
it is not there in paying quantities, and 
no sane man takes up a placer claim on 
the Colville reservation except for the 
purpose of defrauding the government. 
Bo it, however, remembered that the 
fraud seems neceesary, and "' neceasitas 
non legem habet." All over the reserve 
thousands of men are drilling away at 
the rocks, striving to win the gold con- 
cealed in the quartz lodes. These men 
are big consumers and so are their fami- 
lies, and towns muat grow up to supply 
their wants. Nelson is such a town. 
Yet only by locating a placerclaiin could 
any of these iieople eecurd a right to 
shelter hiiiiaell beneath a roof. 

There ia a great (luantity of fine tim- 
ber on the rusei vation . But no white 
man can cut or hew it except for mining 
purposes on hia own iiiiniug claim. 
Hence vast numbers of ininirn; claims 
are locitetl for the purpose of procuring 
the right to cut logs to build a cabin, or 
in other words to steal the timber. In 
fact illegality and fraud and stupidity 
reign supreme on the Colville reserva- 
tion. In stating these facts, I make no 
complaint auainet tho people living on 
tho reserve ; I merely point out the gross 
stupidity of not opening the reserve in a 
proper manner. 

Only a white nun who weds a squaw 
has any riglita. Tuo equaw-man can 
possess himself of some of the moat fer- 
tile farm land in the Northwest; he can 
graze his cattle on a thousand lulls; he 
can cut and hew the forest; he can sow 
and reap and jilant and prune and fish 
and shoot. But no man can do this un- 
leaa ho takes the daughter of the red 
man for his wife. 

There ia another serious evil that 
nt'eds the immediate attention of the 
government. Bad whiskey ia being 
smuggled into the various mining camps, 
and the smuggled whiskey is brought 
there principally by the half-breed In- 
dians. I met one at I'direka camp who 
had brought a ten-gallon keg across the 
Indian trails, and tho same fellow has 
been plying this trade ever since the 
opening of the reservation. Nelson, of 
course, has no liquor atores, but a few 
hundred yards away, on tho Canadian 
side, a t;anny Kcoti'hiimn runs a hotel 
and liquor store, and thither the Ijibu- 
loubly inclined resort. It ia a comical 
sight to see the typical prospector en- 
ticing his friends across the line just tc 
have " a wee drappie " with the Scotch 
hotel-keeper. 

I am afraid that botli congress and tho 
executive have hut the crudest ideas 
about the Colville reserve. There are 
but 70 or 80 score of Indians all told, and 
yet the reserve is equal to an imperial 
province in eize. It is larger than sev- 
eral of the New England States. It is 
exceedingly luountainouB, but these 
inoiiiitaiiiB encloae ten thoasand fertile 
valh-vB where nature is prolilic in her 
fruitfuliiess. The Iiuiiana are rich in 
stock ami cattle, and their grain lielda 
and gardens and orcluuds are a thorough 
Burprise to the traveler, ftloreover, since 
the coining of the miner tho Colville In- 
dian is reaping a harvest of gold. The 
peacheo and tho idums and the 
prunes and the pears that for- 
merly rotted in his orchards or 
ivore fed to hogs now- find a 
ready market. During the winter he 
sells hay to the miner tor .'f.oO a ton, and 
tho miner cannot protect himself, he- 
cana^4 if he does not buy from the Indian 
he has to procure it in Canada and jiay 
duty and excessive freight. The miner 
is really a heaven sent benefactor to the 
Indian. With the miner's advent has 
coino enterprise, competition and emu- 
lation among tho Indian fanners. Clreeil 
has infused a new life among these red 
men, and 1 would not he at all Burpriseil 
to see the few CulvilJea now left 
eventually transformed into good 
American citizens. But above all 
things the reserve ought to be 
opened for settlement as rajiidly 
aa possible. Tho south lialf muat be 
oj)ened for mineral entry, anil at the 
same time the whole eliould bo opened 
to settlement. The fraud and chicanery 
that is now being practiced by good men 
in order to procure a piece of land on 
which to build a home Is in itself dis- 
graceful. The stealing of government 
timber, the cheating of the revenue laws, 
the numerous diaadvantages that the 
working miner ia placed under bv tho 
jiroviaions of the law, are all sledge 
hammer arguments bidding congress 
and the President to put an end to tho 
disgusting conditions existing on tho 
Colville reaervation. 

Un the left bank of the Kettle river, 
overlooking tho town of Nelaon, ia La 
.Fleur mountain. 1 strongly suajiect that 
the French missionaries beatowed the 
flppollBHnn...nn the uinnr^nin in adinirn- 
tlon cau?etl,.by the countleaa .wild flqiwera 



bloom of summer. t.iaFleur mountain 
is not vrell wooded, but.tbe tinest. bunch 
grass and the loveliest wild flowers are 

everywhere. 

On the side of the mountain ia the 
Comstock. Tho Comstock has the 
richeat cojiper ore to be found in the en- 
tire ICettle river country. All of the ore 
taken out of the abaft ao far will average 
over 30 per cent. in. copper, and the mine 
bids fair to be phenomenal. But this 
property has already given rise to more 
heart-burninga and more uncharitable- 
nesa than all the mining claims in the 
State of Washington. For ten years 
prior to the opening of the reserve Hugh 
McOool and William Hugbes had been 
aware of the value of the GomBtook. 
Hugh McOool, an Irishman by birth, 
had lived for a quarter of a century oh 
friendly terms with the Colville and 
Okanogan Indiana. With them ho had 
traded horses and employed them aa 
carrier.^, and, b(;ing hiniaelf a man of 
moat Upright and honorable character, 
he had Icng tiiiice won the respect, and 
even love, of the Indian. Asid irom tlio 
Indian Hugh McCool learned of the 
Comstock, tested it (or values, and re- 
solved that when the reaervation waa 
opened he would make a race for life to 
own it. 

i\Ie.in (vhile tho hard times caino .and 
Hugh had to take a position aa deputy 
collector of customs at Marcus. Ho 
owed hia appointment to Collector Saun- 
ders, Martin Maloney and other leading 
DtjmocratB. In the lightness of his heart 
Hugh McCool told one of these Dem- 
ocratic leaders of tho existence of this 
rich iirospect and his hopes in regard 
thereto. From him tho chiefs of the 
Democratic wigwam heard of the Com- 
stock anti they preparetl to declare 
themselves in. Finally seventeen of the 
leading Democratic uflice holders had 
secured an equal interest with McCool. 
This band raised some money and sent 
one of the piincipals to Washington to 
aid in opening tho reserve. 

McCool bad been promised a ninth in- 
terest in tho property and the tirat news 
of the signing of the proclamation open- 
ing the reserve. Needless to aay he re- 
ceived neither. Mr. Cleveland's district 
attorney for Washington state was one 
of the fellows that by ways that were 
dark and tricks that were not vain had 
counted themeelves in on the Comatock. 
But the same gentleman also thought 
that his interest with Hugh was 
too small, BO be created a syndicate in 
•Spokane to equip an expedition which 
would filch the Comstock from Hugh 
McCool. For ho did not try to gain in 
the way opened to every citizen, hut by 
means of tho chicanery of the law. 
When tho Brinker expedition found tho 
Comstock it had already been located 
three weeka before under the supervision 
of Hugh McCool. This was pnor to Mr. 
Cleveland'a proclamation, aud under a 
decision of Judge Hanford, declaring the 
reservation open. Priority of location, 
however, did not deter the Brinker 
crowd, and they claimed the property as 
the La Fleur. They had, of course, aa 
much right to it aa pirates to the plun- 
der of a treasure ship, bat they were 
learned in the chicanery of the law and 
in all its tricks, and in Judge Hauford's 
court they demanded an injunction for- 
bidding Hugh McCool and hia associate, 
William Huglies, from touching a pound 
of the ore taken from this claim tvhich 
they had been watching and waiting for 
for twenty years. 

To the surprise and horror of every- 
one who knew the facts, Judge II au- 
ford granted this injunction. Soon 
afterwards President Cleveland declared 
the reservation open, and Hugh McCool 
was waiting at Marcus for the news. 
The Comatock was fifty-two miles away, 
and Hugh had relays of horses to cariV 
him over the roud with the spttd of 
wind. 

Mark Gilliam leceived Ibenews of Mr. 
Cleveland's opening order first, and he 
waa otland ferried across the river before 
McCool got word. But McCool was soon 
in hot pursuit; Gilliam ia a splendid 
horseman, and he Sfied over the hills and 
mountains, along the Kettle river valley 
with the speed of a gazelle, for ho knew 
that if he reached the Comstock Iirst ho 
would gain more than a king's ransom, 
and he raced that 5'J miles with the en- 
durance of one of Duinaa' deiiii-goils. 
But he knew only too well that 
behind him was a man of iron nerve, 
a man who woiiM win tho jiriza 
or die. To be sure he had the start, but 
McCool knew every inch of the road, and 
when the shades of night would fall Mc- 
Cool's chances would be doubled. Me.tn- 
while McOool had oroased the ferry, 
mounted his horse and with eet teeth 
and iron resolve set out in pursuit of 
Gilliam. It waa far more than a t'iriii'B 
ransom to him, for Ills honor was staked 
and all the blood of tho heroic chin 
which coursed through McCool's veins 
waa on lire. Up hill and down dale, 
across river and ravine, through tho 
open glade and tho thick forest, chased 
AIcCool, with Clilliam au,-.y ahead. But 
tiie fates seemed asrainst him , for before he 
reached his first relay his horse gave 
out and almost drove McCool to despair. 
Just then, however, an Indian and 
hia wife rode up. The squaw was 
mounted on a noble looking 
steed, and MoOoo! told bis plight. Quick 
as a flasii the eqnaw dismounted and 
gave hor horse to Hugh. I wonder did 
knight errant ever receive a more wel- 
come gift from woman than this gift 
from tlio red woman to Mi^Cool. The 
gift won the Coinstoclc, for as ho Hew 
forward he knew the prize was his. At 
the last relay, in the dusk of a winter's 
eve. lie mounted a grey horse of his own. 
With this grey three miles from tins 
mine he caught up to Gilliam, stole past 
him on a side trail, riuiched the Cuiu- 
stock, and with William Hugbca, who 
was waiting, staked it first, lie covered 
the 52 miles in four hours, and he won 
the prize. 

lUit in McCool'a case the spoils didnot 
go to tho victor. Banded against him 
and Hughes were Judge Brinker and bis 
confederates, who were resolved to own 
thia mine. 'They eet the machinery of 
the courtB in motion. Thoy had money 
and McCool and Hugbes had little, and 
.lutlge Hanford smiled instead of frown- 
iiiL', with the result that Hughes had to 
sell out to them for ^10,001), and McCool 
had to accept a fortieth interest 
in a property which should have 
been chiefly his. 

In the eamo district and not far away 
ia the Lone Star and Washington, which 
looks ns if it were going to bo a very rich 
mine. I saw several other moat promis- 
ing properties, such as the Copper 
(iueen, In the same neighborhood, and I 
do not hesitate to say that Nelson must 
become a mining center of Kreat.import- ! 
ance. ; P. A; O'FAiiRBLLi i'

A Miuor Who Left There Last Mouth 
Denies the Famine 
Stories. 



Says There Are Plenty of Supplies 
to Last Until tlie 
Spring:. 



The third steamer to arrive durioK the 
week from Alaska was the City of Se- 
attle, of the Waahington and Alaska 
line, which arrived yesterday morning 
at half-paat aeven. Like her predeces- 
sors she brought a batch of news from 
the Yukon. J. T. Simon, who was 
aboard, was one of the party who left 
DawBon on October 4, and of whom the 
first tidings reached here by the Topeka. 

Mr. Simon came out by way of the 
Dyea trail with three companions, R. 
Wilson, W. H. Lewis and .T. Cavendish, 
his companions remaining over at 
Juneau. Mr. Simon brings the welcome 
news that the stories of impeudiut: starv- 
ation at Dawson are highly exaggerated, 
for by far thegreater number ol mensvho 
went in during the Buinmor took plenty 
of pro-y-igioiiB with them to hiat till 
spring. As a precautious tlio stores in 
Dawson were selling only limited 
amounts of supplies to each individual 
who wanted to purchase, so that there 
conid be no noRsibility of anyone getting 
a corner on food. At the eaiue time the 
stores have quite a large supply on hand, 
and famine ia impoBSible, under the pre- 
sent condition of tilings. Mr. Simon 
and Ids companions had between .^o5,000 
and !f lO,000 among them as the result of 
their work. Mr. Simon, as part owner 
of claim 44 on Bonanza creek oleaninu 
up $15,000, Wages HI ill run from .-flO to 
^lo a day and there have been no new 
strikes since Skookum Gulch. Prepara- 
tions wore being made when Mr. Simon 
left for the usual winter's work, a great 
quantity of cord wood being ready cut 
lor thawing out the frozen ground in 
sinking shafts on the claims, 

Mr. Simon is going back in the spring 
and reports that there is a most orderly 
state of things in the Yukon, due tn the 
excellent work of the Mounted Police 
and the law-abiding character of the 
miners. 

One part of the nows brought by Mr. 
Simon is of a most unfortunate nature 
but he had no time to ver'fy it before he 
left. This was a report brought by 
dians to the effect tliat Fort Yukon had 
been destroyed by lire. 

The City ot'Seattle brought word that 
the surveyors of the Humbert party were 
oO miles up the Dalton trail locating the 
line for the railway projected by that 
route. 

A miner named Sclimidt was among 
the Seattle's pasEengers. lie had left 
Dawson in August, and on his way out 
prospected for a short time on the Stuart 
river. He intends going back in the 
spring. _ 

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 

A Returned Sojourner In the Iklanda Gives 
His Impressions on the Subject 
of Annexation. 

T. I'^dwards, Mr. and Mrs. A. L. Cun 
ard and two cliildren form a party of 
theatrical people who landed from the 
W^arrinioo yesterday en route to San 
Francisco from Hawaii and Australia, 
where for the past few months tfiey have 
been on a profeesional tour. Mr. Ed- 
wards in talking over liis experiences at 
the Dominion yesterday, expressed the 
opinion, formed after a six weeks' stay 
in the Island Republic, that annexation 
to the United States is not nearly eo 
close to consummation as popularly be- 
lieved to be the case. 

"In the first place," remarked that 
gentleman, " out of a population of over 
100,000 only about 22,000 have votes, and 
the majority of these in favor of annexa- 
tion is not very great. Of course the 
sugar interests predominate everything, 
and the prospect of a free market for 
their produce is what captivates this 
portion of the community. Every year, 
aa soon as the U. congress meets, there 
is a eluinp in sugar stocks, and the plant- 
ers are in mortal fear leet the congress, 
in pursuit of some of its vagaries, should 
step in and repeal the reciprocity treaty 
under which the output of the sugar ea- 
tatea of the island are admitted free. 
Thev know that with annexation that

Ihia disturbing element would be done 
away with and they are working hard to 
get the country into the American 
union. The native population are of 
course against this step, and although 
both the English and the German resi- 
dents are of the same opinion, they have 
very little to say, hence the aggreaaive 
American interest have it pretty much 
their own way. Aa things aie now be- 
ing administered, the country isateadily 
running behind and everything and 
everybody is taxed up to tho very 
highest notoh. Take the liquor trade as 
an instance — there i& an import duty of 
$3.50 per gallon on spirits, and be- 
sides this the annual license to 
sell by retail coats ifl.OOO. Hence 
it comes tluit drinks are 25 cents each, 
and for every quarter tha'i goes over the 
bar tho government gets over 15 cents. 
The way tilings look I don't think the 
United States senate will ever paas tho 
annexation bill, and many on the islands 
are of the same opinion." 

Mr. Edwards and his party take the 
next direct steamer for San Francisco, 
when they will make a toar of the state 
and then proceed East.
